There is marked interest in 
the new regulations of the Bri- 
tish government calling for a 
freezing of wages and profits, 
a freezing of all incomes ap- 
parently at today's levels ex- 
cept under exceptional circum- 
stances or in the achievement 
of greater production. 

For some time there _ has 
been controversy among writers 
and observers on the real situ- 
ation in Britain. Socialists have 
been pointing to conditions in 
Britain as something that Can- 
ada should copy. While thos- 
who return from visits to Bri 
tain maintain that wage scales 
are much lower trere than in 
Cariada and the standard of 
living of all the people is far 
below that which we enjoy, Mr, 
Attlee's plea for drastic volun- 
tary action to “combat spiralling 
prices” seems to confirm the 
statements of the latter, 

As this is written the re- 
action of the British Trade Un- 
ions is being closely watched 
In parliament Mr. Bradett- 
from Northern: Ontario strongly 
criticized the CCF party for its 
habit of . continually decrying 
everything done in Canada by 
Canadians and pointing to oth- 
er countries as examples which 
we should follow. Without ex- 
ception the other countries have 
standards of living lower than 
Canada. 

Trade Agreements 


The General Agreements on 
Tariffs and Trade negotiated at 
Geneva, has been brought into 
force provisionally by Canada 
and the following eight coun 
tries: Australia, the Benelux 
Union, Cuba, France, the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and the United 
States, Canada has brought into 
effect the rates agreed to at 
Geneva.

FARMER'S COLUMN

It is gratifying to know that 
one’s work is appreciated, This 
office has beeh open since the 
first of August 1945, and dur- 
in gthat time Many requests 
have been amswered and farm 
contacts made, 

To illustrate the progress be- 


ing made let me give a few 
statistics, During 1946 there 
were 4,400 pounds of forage 


crop seeds distributed and in 
1945 there were 5,959 pounds. 
The interesting point in the 
more expensive forage seed var 
leties such as Creeping Red 
Fescue, Red Clover and Alsike. 
All these add materially to the 
quality of the hay or pasture 
produced, By increasing the 
acreage of forage grown our 
farmers are conserving their 
soil and as an added feature 
producing fatter *livesock for 
market. 

The farmers are paying for 


the agriculturist service sup- 


plied. by. the depertassiat ~ std 
therefore they should avail 
themselves of thia service, 

It would be interesting to 
rote the total statistics for the 
province compile by the 33 
district agriculturists Here are 
a few statistics to illustrate 
some of the work done from our 
office in addition to other ser- 
vices rendered:

More Money for Farmers 
Friends of the farmers are 
trying to persuade che govern: 
ment to give farmers higher 
prices, hence more money, for 
their grains. There is one meth- 
od however, by which the farm- 
er himself, by his own efforts, 
can increase his income, which 
is by making hig own crop more 
valuable, It is found that a crop 
produced from a variety that is 
suitable to the district, and pro- 
duced from seed that is true to 
variety, will give both a higher 
yield and a higher grade than 
crops produced from ordinary 
seed which may consist of un- 
suitable or of mixed varieties.
